MANDAMUS ORDERS AGAINST 


PUBLIC BODIES. 


In the King’s Bench Division yesterday, be- 
fore the Lord Chief Justice; Mr. Justice d,

THROTTLING THE EXPORT 
INDUSTRY. 


Reuters Agency learns that no reply has 
yet been received officially from Germany to 
the invitation extended to her to take part in 
the forthcoming Conference on Reparations in 
London. Comments in the German Press on 
the Paris decisions do not occasion surprise in 
well-informed British quarters, but it is felt 
that Germany can hardly fail to avail herself 
of the opportunity which the Conference offers 
to discues matters in detail in London. At the 
same time it should be well understood in Ber- 
lin that the Paris settlement must be regarded 
as_a final one so far as the Allies are con-. 
cerned. 7 


The following is the continuation of the 
speech of Herr von Simons; German Foreign

Speaking of the Paris decisions, Herr Simons 
said that the whole -settlement was obscure. 
What out the securities which had already 
been handed to the Allies? Apart from the 
obsourities, the new programme undoubtedly 
contained contradictions to the Peace Treaty. 
It was impossible for German economic life to 
continue in an unending state of uncertainty. 
It could only assumed that the sum now | 
emg before them was more or less arbitrary,| 
‘he fixed sum of two twenty-six milliard gold 
marks was, calculated in paper, more than 
the whole fortune of the German people. Jt 
would’ be against commonsense to burden the 
German people with such financial obligations 
at a moment when they believed that they had 
shown their opponents in what a bad: condi- 
tion their finances were. But then there came 
the demand for two twenty-six milliards in in- 
stalments for forty-two years, and the com- 
plete economic enslavement of the German 
people, and particularly of the workers. (Seu 
sation.) The 12 per cent. ad valorem tax on 
exports was unconsciously heavy and infurious, 
both at home and abroad. With the rise in 
the rate of exchange of the mark these condi- 
tions muet result in the throttling of the Ger- 
man export industry. (Cries of ‘“‘Quite right.”’) 
GERMANY AND THE LEAGUE. 

. As regarded penalties, they had noi yet been 
communicated. They could not be threatened 
with punishment if they did not accept a pro- 
posal. lf accepted a proposal became an order. 
He, therefore, assumed that the penalties ap- 
plied to disarmament. The Entente sás 
permit him to say that he regarded the threat 
to refuse the entry of Germany into the League 
of Nations as premature, as they had not yet 
asked for admission. The inducement to enter 
the League was not at present so great as to 
counteract the terrors of non-entry.' As to 
the document in which the Allied decisions 
were communicated, the German Government 
were informed that the plenipotentiaries of 
Germany would be invited to meet the Allied 
Delegates in London at the end of February. 
This invitation has not yet been received, but 
the German Government must now say—and 
he had authority to say it—that the arrange- | 
ment as set forth in the second Note of the 
Entente was regarded by them as a possible 
ground for further negotiations. (General 
cheers.) It would, naturally, be their duty to 
use al] their efforts, in spite of the formidable 
difficulties, to draw upyclear counter proposals. 
It should not be assumed that, even if these 
demands had been imposed upon Germany, so 
much could be got out of her as was expected. 
As a slave the bain would not labour ae he 
did when a free man. For Germany & vulu- 
able cancession lay in the fact that the ar- 
rangement had in so many ways departed 
from the Peace Treaty. They must take advan- 
tage of this fact. They could not accept as a 
basis for further negotiations the arrange- 
ments nes by the Allies, and would now 
seek to draw up proposals to be presented to 

the Allied Governments. 

After Herr von Simons’s speech, Herr Hoff- 
man (Communist) sharply criticised the Minis-

R.I.C. MAN KILLED IN 
TRINITY STREET. 


SHOT THROUGH THE HEART 


WHILE CYCEING. 

Shortly before nine o'clock last night two 
men in plain clothes riding bicycles in Trinity 
street, Dublin, were fired upon, and one fell 
dead from his machine. He was a member of 
the Royal Irish Constabulary. 

One of the cyclists travelled a little ahead of 
the other in the direction of Dame street, and 
two shots were fired at them apparently by a 
civilian in the street. 

The first man was not wounded, it is believed, 
though at the close sound of the firing he al- 
most overbalanced. He dashed on ahead. 

One bullet entered the back of the second 
man and buried itself in his heart. 

The body of the constable was removed to 
Mercer’s Hospital by the Corporation ambulance. 

There was exceptional military activity in 
Dublin throughout the night. Various types of 
car patrolled the streets, a few travelling very 
slowly with hostages on board. Numerous 
“ Curfew ” arrests were reported.

A BOY WOUNDED.

FOUR POLICEMEN KILLED. 


SEVERAL OTHERS INJURED. 
An official report which reached Dublin 
Castle last night says :— 
This afternoon two tenders containing 
Auxiliary Policemen were ambushed 
near Ballinalee, County Longford. 
The first car was blown up by a mine, and 
two of the policemen were killed. 
Nine others were wounded. 


TWO MORE DEATHS. 

A report from Longford at a late hour last 
night stated that the two cars left Longford 
early in the day to patrol certain districts of 
the county. 

These were returning to Longford about four 
o'clock when they ran into an ambush, which 
had been prepared on the road. about two miles 
from Ballinalee. 

The firet of the two cars struck a mine, and 
was blown up. Two of the police were killed 
on the spot, and rine others were injured, some 
of them very seriously. 

Two of the injured men died subsequently. 

Policemen and soldiers and medical assistance 
were despatched from Longford when the out- 
rage was reported there, and had not returned 
up to a Jate hour last night.

ANOTHER WOUNDED. 

Dublin Castle reports that on Tuesday night 
an attack was made on four policemen at Drimo- 
league, Bantry district of County Cork (Martial 
Law area). A number of shots were fired, 
and Constable P. J. O'Connor was shot dead 
and Constable Martin Griffin was seriously 
wounded. : 

Our Skibbereen Correspondent telegraphs that 
at 9.30 o'clock on Tuesday night four policemen 
were ambushed in the village of Drimoleague, 
nine miles from Skibbereen, from behind a three 
feet high wall, as they were walking towards 
the barracks, which fs less than 50 yards away. 

Constable O’Connor was shot dead as he was 
running for assistance to the barracks, and Con- 
stable Griffin was seriously wounded. The others 
escaped by running back to the main street. 
The ambushers, who are said to have numbered 
over 20 men, escaped. 

The village was thrown into a state of consterna- 
tion by the outrage, which is the second within 
a few months, Sergeant Dee having been 
seriously wounded about the same spot last 
October. There was great, military activity in 
the district yesterday, but so far no, arrests 
have been made.

FINDINGS OF COURT OF 
INOUIRY. 


A military court of inquiry, in lieu of an 
inquest, was held at Victoria Barracks, Cork, 
respecting the death of Divisional Com- 
missioner Philip Armetrong Holmes, R.I.C., 
who was wounded during an ambush near 
Castleisland on Fridav, and who died at the 
Cork Military Hospital on Saturday 

The evidence given at the inquiry showed 
that the police lorries were ambushed ‘by a 
large party of civilians who were in possession 
of machine guns, rifles, etc., Divisional Com- 
missioner Holmes receiving several wounds. 

A medical witness having described the nature 
of the injuries, 

The Court found that Mr. Holmes was aged 
45, or thereabouts, and unmarried; that he, 
with a party of police, were ambushed on the 
Castleisland-Cork road, about seven miles from 
the former place; that they were attacked by 
rife and machine-gun fire, from which he re- 
ceived six wounds; that he died at, Cork on 
January 29 from shock and hemorrhage from 
these wounds: that the wounds were inflicted 
by persons unknown, against whom the Court 
found a verdict of wilful murder.

PLEA FOR RECONCILIATION. 


Mr. Joseph Devlin, M.P., addressing a 
crowded and enthusiastic meeting in St. Mary’s 
Hall, Belfast, on Tuesday -night, made re- 
ference to the new Parliament that is about to 
be set up in Ulster. After speaking of -the pro- 
gress of the Nationalist movement and the 
need for further organisation, he said that 
there never was a time in his memory, or in 
the memory of men infinitely older than him- 
self, when the need existed for organisation 
amongst their people greater than it existed 
to-day. Applause.) They were face to face 
with a situation in that city. and in North- 
East Ulster the significance of which they had 
better resogmise here and now. For one hun- 
dred and twenty-one years they had been 
under the heel of a dual tyranny. During the 
last tinrty or forty years their lives had been 
one constant fight against the local spirit of 
persecution; during the last fifty years they 
had felt the brand of insult and humiliation 
upon their brows, placed there by the Ascen- 
dancy Party. To-day the Government was 
about to he transferred to the hands of these 
people, and in April next they intended to 
elect a Parliament for these six counties. 
Whatever course the joint wisdom of united 
national action isind to pursue in the 
future, the fact, remained that it was a position 
of peril which they must face, whether they 
liked irt or not, and they must organise their 
forces to meet it. If they were unhappy about 
‘this Parliament he did not think their ene 
mies were very happy either.

Governments existed—and he told this to all 
sections of liticians, whether they were 
Unionists or Republicans or Constitutionalists, 
or whatever else they might be—to produce the 
os cy amount of human happiness for the 
argest number of the people. Governments 
existed for the purpose of elevating humanity, 
of bringing succour to the suffering and pros- 

rity to the people, of chasing away hunger 
rom the home and cold from the hearthstone, 
and raising men and women to the higher life. 
That was hie conception of government, he cared 
not whether it be a Republic or a six-county 
Parliament or a Parliament for all Ireland, or 
any other form of governmental institution the 
human mind could conceive and devise—the 
Parliament that could not live up to that noblest 
and most inspiring of all public responsibilities 
was a Parliament that was doomed to die. (Ap- 
plause.)

Wheelan attended 
his duties faithfully, and had heen a weekly 
communicant. He bore a correct and irre- 
proachable character, and never took any drink. 
Witness never knew him to he in any trouble, 
or to have taken part in any riotous or sedi- 
tious movement. 
The witness was not cross-examined. 
This closed the case for the defence of 
- Wheelan. 
THE EVIDENCE OF IDENTIFICATION. 
Mr. Bewley addressed the Court on behalf of 
Wheelan, and referring to evidence of identifi. 
cation he said that the identification by one 
witness was as slight as in the case of Tobin, 
who had been discharged, Regarding the evi- 
dence of the witness. who was shaving in the 
bathroom at the time counsel suggested that 
the witness might not be in such a frame of 
mind. owing to the position in which he was 
placed, to take a full. and definite survey of 
any person there. Was his a genuine and 
objective identification? he asked. Counsel 
strongly protested against the suggestion that 
the Court could not trust the witnesses for the 
defence, and said that it wae grossly unfair to 
suggest that they were prepared to come ip 
there and perjure theniselves on behalf of the 
prisoners. Although the prosecuting counsel 
had conducted the case with fairness, he pro- 
tested also against questions being put to wit- 
nesses as to whether they belonged to a cer- 
tain political organisation or not. That, he 
thought, was grossly unfair, and was an at- 
tempt to poison the.mind,of the Court. Coun. 
se] referred particularly to the evidence of the 
young girl who swore that she met Wheelan 
at nine o'clock Mass on the morning in ques- 
tion, and asked was it likely that this younz 
girl would be guilty of sheer perjury invented 
deliberately. by her for the purpose of shielding 
a murderer. She could not be mistaken ae to the 
date or the hour, and she gave. the dates and 
times with the utmost precision. Was it pos- 
sible that the young girl was there perjuring 
herself upon a subject which above all wag a 
most sacred subject to her, for the purpose of 
shielding a young man who was no relation of 
hers? Tn conclusion, he drew attention to the 
excellent character given to the accused. 
This closed the defence on behalf of Wheelan. 
and the case of James Boyce was then taken 


un. 

. THE DEFENCE OF BOYCE. 

Mr. Charles Power, on behalf of Boyce, said 
that the case for the defence wae even stronger 
than in that of the accused Wheelan. His 
client had been identified by only one person 
the officer who was wine in a chair 
in the bathroom with his hands up 
covered by a revolver. Ti was proved that 
the landing was dark, and. the accused, 
it was alleged, all the time he was on the Jand- 
ing was walking up and down. Was it pos- 
sible that the officer sitting in the hathroom 
could positively identify Boyce on the landing 
in the dark condition ip which it was? Counsel 
referred to the fact that no attempt had ‘heen 
made by the witness for the Crown, who was in 
the bathroom at the time, to give any indics- 
tion as to how the men were dressed.

INCREASED TELEPHONE CHARGES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 
Sin,—Referring to my two previous letters 
which you were good enough to publish, I have 


since had the privilege of an interview with | 
Mr. Good, the President of the Chamber of | 
Commerce in Dublin, on the question of in- | 
creased telephone rates, and I have seen the, 
resclution passed by the Dublin Chamber of | 
Commerce a few days ago. I regret. to say | 


that 1 am not in agreement with the resolu- 
tion referred, to, inasmuch as I do not think 
that the Government. wil] give one moments 
consideration to the proposal that the telephone 
system should be handed over to “an inde- 
pendent body.” The telephone is a means of 
rapid communication which—especially at the 
present moment—the Government is not likely 


to part with no matter what it may cost the | 
country. As for meré paper protests, my | 


experience is that they are utterly worthless. 
If the Government is to be influenced at all, 
it can only be done by proving beyond a doubt 
that the proposed increased charges will (so 
far as Ireland is concerned) cause a loss to the 


Government instéad of a gain. This can be: 
effected, in the way I haes already pointed out, | 
by telephone-holders combining and saying to | 


the Government: “If you persist in! the pro- 


posed increased rates, you may take ewsy our | 


telephones.”’ 

I am prepared to agree with the Dublin and 
London Chambers of Commerce to this exent— 
that some increase is justifiable, as the price 
of everything has increased since the war. I 
agree with the Government that the flat-rate 
ie unfair and inequitable, and should be 
abolished. I know this will not find favour 
in the eyes of the Dublin Chamber of Com- 
merce and large users of the telephone, as I 
understand that they would prefergto have an 
increased flat-rate of, say, £14 or £15 a year, 
with unlimited free calls. But that would be 


utterly ruinous to provincial teléphone-holders | 


and small users generally. Not one in a 


hundred would agree to pay such a sum for | 


free local calls. It would be much better 
for the public generally to pay lid. for every 
local call; then we could use the telephone or 
not according to the urgency of the business 
on hand. What provincia) holders are r ally 
concerned about are the annual rentals and 
trunk. calls; and, if they are raised as pro- 
posed, it would be far better for us provtiucial 
holders to give up our private telephones and 
use the public telephohe whenever we re- 
quire it 

My suggestion is that meetings should be held 
in all the provincial ‘towns in Ireland without 


delay-and resolutions passed to the effect that, 
if the Government insist on the proposed in- | 
| creased rental and trunk charges, we will, one | 
| and all, requegt the Government to remove our 


private telephontés, at the same time stating 
that we will have to content ourselves with 
using the public telephones whenever we require 
to use them on urgent business. The effect
